BRITISH OPTIMISM

Extradition

New York, Aug. 11, 

A Federal judge today refused 
to order the extradition to Italy 
of a former,American Army ser- 

eant, 30-year-old Carl Lo Dolce, 

connection with the killing of 
his commanding officer behind 
the enemy lines in Italy during 
World Way Two. 

The Italian Government had 
asked for the extradition. 

Lo Dolce, who served with an 
American tnit which operated 
behind ‘enemy lines, was accused 
by the Italian authorities — of 
murdering his — commanding 
officer; Major William Holohan, 
during a special =omission in 
Germaon-occupied Italy in 1944. 
- In his decision today Judge 
John Knight ruled that the 
treaty of 1868 providing for 
extradition was not effective as 
the place where the crime was 
committed was occupied at the 
time by ‘the German armies. . 

He described the crime os one 
“so gruesome as to be almost 
unbelievable were they not sup- 
parted by the written and oral 
confessions of police and the 
testimony of numerous other In- 
dividuals.” ‘ 

The Italian Government ap- 
plied for and obtained a warrant 
last March under 
Dolce was taken Into Federal 
eustody. In April he was re- 
leased on $5,000 ball and was 
later reported t be under 
medical care at an ¢x-service- 
men’s hospital, 

The Defeoce Department sald 
last year that the United States 
Government could not prosecute 
Lo Dolee.and he could not be 


-court-martialled because-he. had 


left the Army and American 
courts could not try him for an 
alleged murder committed out- 
side thelr Jurisdiction, _ Reu- 
er.

MURDER CONVICTION APPEAL:
